5. In claim 14 (c), the phrase ~ , wherein the cells are cultured « has been added following the 
phrase "culturing the cells"; and a word — and - has been added following the phrase "the 
product-secreting cells," 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

7. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Upon consideration of applicant's arguments, filed 1 1/12/02 (Paper No. 26) that stimulation of T 
cell by a superantigen , taught by Manz et al, Assenmacher et al. or Miltenyi et al is not antigen- 
specific stimulation, the previous rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 102 (a) have been 
withdrawn. 



Claims 14-21,33 and 88-97 are pending and allowed. 
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The prior art does not teach or suggest a method to label antigen-specific T cells with a product 
secreted and released by the cells, wherein the product is secreted in response to specific antigen, 
wherein said antigen is not superantigen, recited in claims 14-21,33 and 88-97.
